CiTIzENS OF NEw Ipswich. 


Sensible of the honor done me, a stranger in the appoint- 
ment to this office, I have felt great interest in its duties, my 
anxiety has perhaps excelled my interest, for no words can 
express my estimate of the importance of these schools. I 
hold the opinion that there is less of interest in common 
‘schools than existed twenty years since; not that there is less 
done for themin general provision for their maintainance but 
that parents are not so anxious to make them efficient and to 
use their advantages. 

However good are school-houses, or perfect their arrange- 
ments it must not be forgotten that the end of popular ed- 
ucation is only secured, when intellect is cultivated and men- 
tal power developed in those who attend, and for this we 
must have a high estimate placed on scholars at home. The 
children generally measure by the parents’ standard. If ma- 
terial things make the atmosphere and absorb the energy of 
the home life, popular education will be at a discount amoung 
the young of that home. It seems not unfair to call this the 
era of financial and material struggle in this country. Mag- 
nificent buildings, rich endowments, and famous educators 
are sought and paraded as proof of progress in education, but 
where are the scholars? Some people think they can be 
found in the graded schoolin the cities or where great appro- 
priations are made, but I have not found them there, have 
you? The scholars who really try for an education in these 
unpretending country schools are in my judgement quite 
equal to those in cities. On this ground I offer encourage- 
ment and suggestion. We are doing well, give the children 
a stronger desire for knowledge and they will do still better, 
My work has been to help the teachers in their own plans 
rather than to inaugurate any new system. It were not be- 
coming in me to assume too much with my httle knowledge 
of the wishes of those who appointed me and the voters of 
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the Town, so I have rather tried to strengthen the things 
that remain. The several Prudential committees have been 
judicious and in my opinion very fortunate in their selection 
of teachers. No sickness or calamity either has disturbed 
our schools, but each has continued without material inter- 
ruption to its proper end. The teachers have been nineteen 
in number for the thirteen schools. Seven of these from our 
own Town twelve from the towns adjoining not even except- 
ing Sharon. .When it is remembered that the terms of 
school have been thirty-three it will be seen that the same 
teachers have been retained repeatedly, this is a proof of 
their success, and I am very glad to report that a class of 
good teachers have served the town faithfully. Faults they 
have, as all of us, but even these I am inclined to screen on 
account of their excellent intentions; they well understand 
then that any words of criticism in the following notes are 
given by one who well understands the difficulties encounter- 
ed, and by one who is grateful for the respect shown him and 
who could say good things in abundance about every one 
did space allow. Let them then press forward and make a 
high calling more honored by their services. 


DIS DRIGIO ONO 
J. G. Adams, Prudential Committee. 
S. Lillie Adams, and Ada M. Clark, Teachers. 


This district has maintained two schools all the year. As 
I knew nothing of the school before division I can not be ex- 
pected to judge of comparative merits. But so much school 
and that of so good quality has certainly been an honor to 
the district as wellasahelp tothe community. The teachers 
were admirably adapted to their work, fitted by nature and 
experience for their several departments. They were hired 
on strength of their reputation and this they have certainly 
maintained among us. The orderly system of the higher de- 
partment which constantly encouraged the right and kindly 
repressed the wrong could not fail of success. An element 
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exists in this school as in most village communities, danger- 
ous and difficult. It did not fail to assert itself the past year, 
but reasonable parents and good officers who helped the teach- 
ers really seemed to overcome it. Now I can admire the 
boys all the more for allowing themselves to be profited by 
good disciplin, this same system also in instruction made a 
well balanced school and taught regular habits. 

The management of the other department was as excellent 
of its kind. The scholars in this room are very attractive 
any way, and found in their teacher a model for further attain- 
ment Add to what has been said the fact that by sacred 
song, by the use of Divine Truth, and by the inculcation of 
moral principles and moral responsibility, all these pupils 
were incited toward virtue and truth, and we can not help 
saying excellent schools all the year; good examinations and 
avery creditable public exhibition completed the labor of 
the year. 

Din RIC Ten Ose, 
A. Jowders, Prudential Committee, 
Mrs. Phebe A, Miner, Carrie B. Wilson, and George K. 
Mayhew, Teachers, 


Mrs. Miner was in charge at the beginning of my year, every- 
thing in the school was against her, the time was but a frag- 
ment ofaterm, the scholars were weary and she unaccustom- 
ed to them and to our schools. Concientious and faithful, she 
could yet accomplish but little. 

The winter term began early and very promising, Miss 
Wilson had succeeded well elsewhere and was very ambitious 
to do well here; her manner was earnest her labor unstinted, 
and her instruction tolerably clear. Onthe whole much was 
accomplished, but not so much as the teacher had hoped. 

Among these few scholars are some too old to treat as 
children and not old enough it appears to be ashamed to dis- 
grace themselves by bad conduct. We hope they will see 
their folly and that their leader especially may learn before 
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it is too late that that it is manly to respect a lady if not 
himself. At the end of eleven weeks the school closed and. 
the weary teacher was relieved from her anxiety and toil; 
most of the scholars had learned well. After an intermission 
of three weeks Mr.Mayhew was employed, and is doing well. 

The funds may afford four weeks additional; the scholars 
appear to be redeeming themselves. 


DIS URIC USING a 
Frank E. Sawyer, Prudential Committee. 
Miss. Marie L. Tenney, Teacher, 


There is but little to be said of this school. In Artemas 
Ward's Regiment of all officers, he said they had one private 
to practice on. When I called on this teacher the one 
‘“‘private’’ was there, also two volunteers; they all seemed hap- 
py and the sky serene. Afterward one more came to their 
number, and the next J heard there was a scattering of forces. 

When consulted I could not see that the Superintendent 
had any jurisdiction as to the continuance of the school, but 
suggested that that week be completed, hoping that the pupils 
would think better of it and return. It seems they did not 
and the Prudential Committee decided to close the house. 

My only knowledge of the matter is from hearsay and I 
had no opinion in the matter, but I will say that the school 
began well to all appearance. I wish this district might de-' 
vise some way better for them and for the town. 


DTS RG TiN Ci 
N. O. Whitney, Prudential Committee. 
Ella M. Balch, and Aleda M. Goodale, Teachers. 


This school has had a very successful year; no teacher 
could suit these pupils better than Miss. Balch appeared to 
both Summer terms. Her way is bright and enlivening to 
scholars, her instruction clear and decided, her government 
wholesome; rarely does a school appear as well examination 
day as this did; my preferance was for her to complete the 
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year by all means, but she seemed to shrink from the respon- 
sibility of the Winter term when the large scholars would 
come. The new teacher however, received very manly treat- 
ment from these large boys and had no trouble; her school 
was profitable and appeared well at the close. I think it can 
claim the best recitation scholar in the town of her age, and 
another the farthest advanced in her studies of all the town 
scholars; if the younger ones of this school go on as they 
have the past year nobody will be ashamed of them, and 
this school will stand high. 


PS URIGC TNO: 5. 
George W. Taylor, Prudential Committee, 
Adella L. Taylor and Sarah E. Peckham, Teachers. 
The first teacher had two short and profitable terms; all 
seemed satisfied. Some of the pupils made good progress 
and the efforts of the teacher were unceasing that all might; 
her energy and ambition will result in experience and improve- 
ment; she also gave way for one already tried by this district 
forthe Winterterm. The interest was well sustained through 
the long term; the large scholars appear to deserve praise 
for their deportment, and most of them for their effort to 
learn; some of these pupils are very quick, others have been 
irregular in attendance and are getting behind; what a pity! 


DISTRICT NO. 6 
Daniel Farwell, Prudential Committee. 
Nellie Hyde, Teacher. 

This little school has had the very faithful services of one 
teacher; it was her first school and she appeared to have the 
respect of the parents and the love of the pupils; such lessons 
as were prepared for recitation were well learned. When 
obliged to depend on self the scholars did not feel quite sure. 

The sympathy of the instructor perhaps led her to prompt 
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too quickly but on the whole she did them good service and 
the scholars accomplished a fair amount of labor; the large 
ones here too were respectful so the order seemed good, and 
the attendance very excellent. 


DISTRIC Dying 7: 
W. D. Locke, Prudential Committee. 
Mary L. Moreland and Dollie G. Wares, Teachers. 


The first teacher has served in town before and is liked. I 
can not judge of the progress here as wellas in some schools, 
the small scholars seem quick and ready, but no great interest 
on the part of some older; perhaps this hint applies to only 
a very few. The funds here are not large so the scholars 
have less of opportunity: the teacher of the Winter tried hard 
and appeared to give satisfaction. The questions were not 
quite as readily answered at examination as the teacher 
wished but she tried to lead the pupils to self-reliance and 
to independent thought; a worthy effort. Some injury was 
done this school also by boys who grieved their own parents 
and dishonored them-selves; judicious management appears 
to have overcome the difficulty mostly; but the order was not 
up to the standard. 

DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Simon H. Rolf, Prudential Committee, 
M. Lizzie Hadley, Teacher. 


The members are so small here that they have but two 
short terms; they were fortunate in getting a good teacher 
of some experience. I found her with five pupils trying faith- 
fully and giving good instruction; perhaps a little more 
energy of manner might enliven the moments to the pupils, 
but work is better than noise. These pupils are young but 
quite bright and made good progress; the teacher seemed 
able to employ herself profitably even with four or five pupils. 

DISTRICT NO. 9.

With their few pupils these people managed to have twen- 
ty-two weeks of good school by one teacher; with almost 
perfect attendance the scholars made fine progress: a good 
example here of a regular country school. Poor room, few 
scholars and teacher with no great drill, and yet a first-rate 
school. The end secured in spite of obstacles because the 
pupils like to learn: they even wanted to recite, that the 
Superintendent might see what they could do; this does not 
often happen at examinations. If you want to find some 
quick scholars, go up “over the mountain ”’; but not by cars. 


DIS RAC NO ee, 
Chas. B. Preston, Prudential Committee. 
George K. Mayhew, Teacher. 


Bank Village is not ashamed of its educational work this 
year, the house is now one of the very best in town, it eyen 
sounds its own praise abroad. One teacher has had the po- 
sition all the year; and one well worthy of it. He has gained 
a permanent place in the respect of scholars and parents if 
not in the school. One who seeks untiringly the welfare of 
of those under his charge, not only as the law requires, but 
in every way suggested by philanthropy and kindly sym- 
pathy, can not fail to aid them: there has been visible here 
growth of mind and character. One so engaged will always 
think highly of his work and be attached to his pupils; here 
a mutual admiration. Let this teacher improve a little in 
clearness of diction and voice, and he must succeed in his 
much. loved calling. It is quite a triumph for a teacher to 
mingle with scholars at home, share their out-of-door sports 
and still have perfect controle in the school-room, mention 
should be made of the excellent deportment, and fair progress 
of the French scholars in this school. A very good public 
exhibition was given by this school at the end of the year, 
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and the teacher got a substantial token of esteem from 
scholars and friends, 


DISTRICT UNO 12, 
H. Spalding, G. Roberts and Mrs. J Moses, 
Prudential Committee. 
Harriet D. Gordon and Chas. S. Blake, Teachers. 


This difficult school has had a very prosperous year; I 
think it is now the largest on the list, certainly the most la- 
borious. The lady secured in Summer has good preparation 
for an instructor, both by nature and by drill; she gave her- 
self completely to this task and did good work: nothing but 
ignorance and prejudice could misjudge this effort of Miss. 
Gordon; both appear to be found in this district unfortunately 
and so the teachers have to contend with difficulties. It was 
worth ones while to see this school animated by a live teacher; 
to hear them sing and see their writing and black-board ex- 
ercises. But the division of opinion and feeling in the district 
made the work hard for a sensitive teacher so she chose not 
to begin a second term, quite to the regret of her employers; 
they were very judicious and fortunate in further selection. 


Mr. Blake served them well the rest of the year in two 
long terms; he is not so easily moved and appeared not to 
lose heart, or flesh from squalls without pressure within. 

When the new statute was enforced as it was here faith- 
fully,the seats of this large and beautiful room would not 
contain the scholars, yet he found time to help each one 
some and the school as a whole made good progress. 


Some of the French scholars here are taking fair rank and 
doing well. It was very laudable in some of their parents to 
attend the examination at the close. We welcome them to 
the advantages of our school system; and hope they willsoon 
be convinced that we work for the benefit of their children 
in compulsory attendance. Some of them are getting to be 
good citizens, and we want all of the children to become such. 
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DISTRICT. NO: 13: 
Mrs. W. A. Preston, Prudential Committee. 
Nellie Perkins and Genevieve Webber, Teachers. 

The first term of the year was the first experience of Miss. 
Perkins. I think the parents would have had her continue 
but she chose to retire; her school was always orderly and 
industrious, and her nice room well kept: strong attachment 
existed and so she easily controlled the school; I think the 
pupils learned well. The other terms were short but profita- 
ble. Miss. Webber had a good record in town and is still 
entitled to it: a visitor might look for a little more noise and 
parade, a little more of apparent energy and life,but the real 
end was attained, the acquisition of knowledge. The model 
of conduct before the school was always good, the example 
and instruction pure; those so situated as to aa pronounce 
it an excellent school.

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I have encouraged these teachers 
to introduce singing, drawing, calisthenics or other miscel- 
laneous exercises to divert the pupils and break up monotony; 
they have done so to some extent. To keep out of the ruts 
and keep young people buoyant in feeling is no small element: 
of success in teaching; a child should never be made a cart- 
horse at home or at school, nor a machine expected to grind 
and appropriate so much crude material daily; not thus are 
minds educated. Keep the pupils fresh, their forms erect, 
their feelings cheerful, their hearts happy. Remember children 
are to be them-selves: they are to be educated; their powers 
strengthened, their self-reliance cultivated: to suppose them 
mere receptacles of knowledge is a great mistake; lead them 
into the fields of knowledge and make the precious fruits 
there found as palatable as possible; they don’t like it as 
a medicine. All skillof this sort is to be admired and en- 
couraged; some of our teachers have made worthy efforts in 
this direction. Rhetorical exercises have not been neglected 
and have added greatly to the interest of examinations. A 
full report according to law should contain a few other facts. 
that I see no way to obtain. The town will then please ac- 
cept this imperfect effort from one who desires especially the 
welfare of the young; those on whom its future reputation 
depends,
